State nepnrtment Me<*i-cttt. 


Secretary Frelinghnyseti will abandon 


the system of taking the public into his 
confidence iu State Department'matters 
which was adopted under Garfield's ad- 
ministration. The forthcoming volume 
of the diplomatic correspondence will 
be radically different from any issued 
from the State Department in many 
years, in that it will contain nothing 
but documents and correspondence of a 
routine character, and nothing bearing 
lipou the live questions arising between

TIOATION. 


llow California Commissioner.* Ac- 


quired Wealth. 


Tho Committee on Corporations of 


the California Assembly has presented 
the following report, relative to its in- 
vestigation into the official acts of the 
late Railroad Commissioners: 


in regard to the first inquiry as to 


what portion of the time of the fate re- 
tired Railroad Commissioners was do- 
voted to the discharge of the duties of 
their office, and what portion was de- 
voted to an established unofficial busi- 
ness other than the management of 
their personal and real estate owned by 
them previous to their election, your 
Committee report that but a very small 
portion of the time of any one of the 
Commissioners was devoted to the per- 
formance of the duties of their office, in 
the opinion of your Committee, far less 
than they should have devoted to the 
study of the various railroad questions 
and the redress of the various el'isv- 
anoes that, the people of the State com- 
plained of, and also that Commissioner 
Beerstecher, for over a year after his 
induction into office, pursued his pro- 
fession, and that Commissioner Cone, 
besides being a member 'of the firm of 
Cone & Kimball at Red Bluff, was also 
Vice President of theTehama Bank and 
the President of the corporation known 
as the Sierra Immber Company, and 
during his whole term gave a large por- 
tion of his tirae to the necessary duties 
of these employments; aud that Com- 
missioner Stouemau devoted most of 
his timo to the management of his ranch 
near Los Angeles. 


As to the second subject of inquiry— 


whether the Commissioners of either of 
them during thsir term of office, may 
have made any extraordinary acquisi- 
tion of property over and above the iu-- 
come of their salary diminished by the 
expenses of individual and family sup- 
port, your committee report that in 
their opinion Commissioner Stoneman 
did not make any extraordinary acqui- 
sition of property; that Commissioner 
Cone made a large acquisition to his 
wealth, which was already great wLtm 
he was elected Railroad Commissioner, 
and your Committes believe that such 
acquisition of wealth was largely due to 
extraordinary and unusual facilities af- 
forded by the railroad officers; and that 
Commissioner Cone, in the purchase of 
34,000 acres of land for $29,000, was 
made priviledged purchaser aud received 
from the railroad company facilities in 
this regard denied to other applicants, 
the transaction by which the Gerke 
farm was purchased in April, 1881, by 
Commissioner Cone was sold in Sep- 
tember of the same year to Nicholas 
Smith, for portions of the tract; and 
further, that the Treasurer of 
the 


Southern Pacific Railroad Company, at 
a profit of $100,000, gives rise to the 
suspicion that more was contemplated in 
tho purchase and sale than appears on 
the face of the transaction. As to Com- 
missioner BeerBtecher, your Commit- 
tee find that by general report and in 
the opinion of his associates ha was 
without means at the time of his elec- 
tion, and his sudden acquisition of 
wealth while Commissioner was with- 
out adequate explanation. His failure 
to state by what means and through 
what agency he brought the sum $7,000 
from Michigan, negatives his claim that 
he had suuh sum, and his testimony 
shows suuh an utter lack of knowledge 
of his own affairs as to laad this Com- 
mittee to believe that he was attempt- 
ing to conceal the mode of acquisition, 
amounting, by his own confession, to 
the sum of $22,000, and, in the opinion 
of this committee, to a much larger 
sum. 


In regard to the third inquiry wheth- 


er the rates of railroad transportation 
iu this St&te have been reduced or any 
substantial relief has resulted to the op- 
pressed industries thereof from any 
official acts of 
said Commissioners, 


your committee report that rates hare 
not been materially reduced and no 
substantial relief has been given to the 
industries ot this State by any official 
acts of the Commissioners. 


As to the first subject of inquiry yonr 


committee report that Commissioners 
Cone and Eoersteoher know of and per- 
mitted both systematic and casual dis- 
crimination in charges and facilities for 
transportation between persons 
and 


places by railroad corporations iu this 
State, and that through their conduct in 
permitting aud upholding the same ' 
Commissioner Stoneman was unable to 
accomplish a redress of such discrimi- 
nation while Commissioner. Further, 
under this fourth aubject of inquiry, 
your committee find that Commissioner 
Coue sacrificed the best'iaterost of the 
Siute through personal friendship for 
Governor Stanford, and iu return there- 
for received favors from him, aud that 
Commissioner Beerstecher'b 
conduct 


admits of uo olhor explanation than 
that ho wiu; bribed; and that, iu the 
opinion of this committee, Commission- 
ers Coue and Beerstecher acted in .the 
uterests of the railroad corporation 
rather than to the people. 


Your Committe while recognizing the 


endeavor of Commissioner Coco to re- 
duce passenger rales of the Railroad 
Companies, regret that it was not at- 
tempted during an earlier period. 


further, your Committee iuvito at- 


teution to the fact that action upon the 
reduction iu passenger rates proposed 
by General Sloneumu, was deferred for 
over a year aud a half by Commissioner 
Cone through the personal solicitation 
of Governor' Stanford and that the en- 
deavor of Commissioner Cone to effect 
the very same reduction came ut so late 
a period as to defeat its own object. 


Your Committee further report that 


the late 
Commission did not obey 


tho constitutional provision requiring 
them to prescribe u uniform system of 
keeping accounts by the railroad cor- 
porations, but permitted them to con- 
tinue in use the system formerly used 
by each of them, thus allowing the ex- 
istence of several different systems of 
keeping accounts which were not intel- 
ligible to the Commissioners or any 
other person but railroad employes and 
offioeri). 


And, 
further, your Committee find 


that the late Board of Railroad Com. 
missipners, failed to .properly investi- 
gate grievances and complaints made 
before them, and discouraged the same 
by referring them to tbe railroad offi- 
cials for investigation and explanation. I 


Your Committee commends that th 


testimony, upon -which his report 
based be printed for the information c 
the House, and your Committee ask t 
be discharged from 
tion of the subject.

EXECUTIVE DEPAHTMENT, 


GOVEBNOB'S OFFICE, 


CABSON, February 25, 1883. 


To the Honorable, the Senate: I beg 


leave to again invite your attention t( 
the importance of the passage of som< 
law for the regulation 
of fares nn( 


freights on railroads. 
I fully reooguiz 


tho fact that the' people are, and for a 
long time have been, earnestly urging 
their chosen representatives to gran 
them some relief from the high rates 01 
timff imposed by the railroad oompan 
ios of our State. Not only have the 
evil of these high rates been evidenced 
by memorials and joint resolutions o 
previous Legislatures, 
but the senti- 


ments of the people for years have 
found emphatic expression and been 
unmistakably enunciated through their 
chosen conventions irrespective of party. 
I am impressed with the belief thai 
your honorable body is desirous of com- 
plying with their wishes,- but differ as 
to the proper methods to effect the end 
in view. 


Believing it to be the duty of each 


branch of the Government entrusted 
with the law-making power of the State, 
to give heed to the voice of the people, 
and to aid in every legitimate manner 
the enforcement of their just demands, 
lud being desirous that before your 
iual adjournment some measure for 
;heir relief mny be devised which shall 
be just aud fair to all, I have deemed it 
ny duty, in accordance with my pledge? 
to them, to urge upon you the necessity 
of, and to aid if possible in, relieving 
then] from tho burdens of unjust traus- 
>ortutiou charges, by making some sug- 
gestion which may possibly tend to that 
eud. 


I am aware that many forsee diffieul- 


ies arising which might jeopardize the 
interests of the people by raising the 
charges on transporting the necessaries 
of life, if a law js enacted • regulating 
freight charges by n fixed maximum, 
especially if placed at a low rate, bu 
in view of the fact that there is a law 
now in force, requiring all railroa

State to keep posted, in a public plac 
at their depots, a classified schedule o 
rates charged for freights, I respectfully 
suggest for your consideration the pro 
priety of enacting a law based upoi 
these schedules, making a reduction o 
a certain per cent, ou such class o 
freight rates therein specified from th 
amount charged on a certain date. In 
my opinion such a measure would afforc 
some, at least, of the much-needed re 
lifif, without dealing unjustly with thi 
railrcMCl corporntions.

United States from Australia 40 
years ago, by ' Governor Davis, of 
South Carolina, and was raised ex- 
tensively in thut Stale before the 
civil war by two brothers by the 
name of Means, hence the name 
' 'Means grass." A fe w years before 
the'war seed was taken from the 
Means farm, by Mr. Johnson, a 
wealthy planter of central Alabama, 
and was sown by him on his farm 
in Dallas county, near Selma. Af- 
ter the war it was found that the 
grass had taken entire possession 
of/this farm and portions of those 
surrounding it.

TAXES. 


TJie Time One Momli i;urli<>r Than 


Usual. 


An Act passed at this session of the 


legislature ana approved February 15, 
,'&mends an Act to define the time for 
lievyiug and assessing taxes for State 
and county purposes as follows: 


Section 1, of tho old law, is amended 


no as to read thut "all Stuto and county 
Saxes required to 
Le levied by the 


Boards of County Commissioners of the 
seve;al counties of this State, in pur- 
suance 
10 tho 
revenue 
IHWS of this 


State, sh'Ul hereafter be levied by such 
Boards of County Commissioners ou or 
before tho first Monday of March iu 
*;ich year." 


Section 2, of tho old Act, is amended 


Jo as to read: "The lien against the 
jropeity upon which such tuxes may be 
Vevied, as provided by such revenue 
Saws, shall hereafter attaoLi upou tnieh 
property ou the lirst Monday of March 
of each year," aud Section 3, as amend- 
ed, rends: "Between tbe first Monday 
of March and the first Monday of Sep- 
tember, in each yonr, the county As- 
sessors of the several counties of this 
,-Stute shall assess all properly in their 
respective counties, and eutur such as- 
sessments iu thu assessment rolls of 
•iheir respective counties iu manner aud 
lorm as prescribed by the laws of this 
istatu; provided, that taxes on the pro- 
seeds of rniuos and all taxes levied for 
-.municipal purposes 
iu 
incorporate 


cities and towns shall be leviud aut 
aollected in tbe manner heretofore pro 
7ided by law." 


The change iu tho time of levying 


iaxes makes it obligatory on the,Boards 
>i Commissioners in tho several coun- 
ties to meet on or before the first Mon 
day iu March. 
Copies of the Act 


certified to by the Secretary of State, 
Jiave been sent by the Controller tc 
acme of the county officers, aud pre- 
sumably to tbe Commissioners, who 
will have to meet 11 month earlier than 
usual to levy taxes.

It is 
nore limited than many suppose it 
0 be; an area of 30 miles would 
bout cover it all. Marion Junction 
eing the headquarters, though 
tieru are some few spots of it in 
ther parts of the .State. It is the 
>uinea (?) grass; was brought here 
1 suppose about 30 years ago), by 
gentleman by the name of Johnson 
•hiiri its name), and planted first 
u his gardeu, thence to a grazing 
ot. The consequence was that the 
grass soon took forcible possession 
of bis- farm, and from the scattering 
of seed by natural causes it com- 
menced to spread on the farms iu 
the surrounding country, aud the 
general cry waa 'Ruin, ruin!' Far- 
mers commenced to light it, but 
the more they fought the stronger 
it got. Some very small spots have 
been eradicated, but I have never 
seen a Held yet, where it got a good 
hold, that it ever was destroyed. 
It was considered one of the great- 
est pests that ever got upon our 
lauds. 


After it was decided to be impos- 


sible ever to doHtroy it, the farmers 
generally accepted the overtures of 
Air. Johnson's grass, anil went to 
work to propagate and utilize it. It 
grows either from the seed or roots; 
best, quickest and strongest from 
the roots, which are abouc as small 
as cane roots; arc not killed or in- 
jured by the coldest winters we 
have litre,- and permeate the stiftest 
prairie lands to the depth of about 
eighteen inches. 
The seed are 


millet roots reach four times that 
depth. 
Of Johnson grass one 
bushel, 28 Iba., of seed are required 
for an acre; of evergreen millet 
one-fourth of that quantity is a 
great abundance. 
The 
Johnson 
grass is very coarse and is not a 
Ye.ry leafy grass; the evergreen 
millet here on my farm grows only 
halt as tall as the Johnson grass, 
and is very leafy. The Johnson 
grass can be eradicated; the ever- 
green millet can not be eradicated. 
Ihe Johnson grass yields 600 to 800 
IDS. of seed per acre; the evergreen 
millet yielded hero on my farm 
last year at the rate of two and one- 
hall tons of seed per acre. 


But, says somebody, "Aren't 
those mere temporary differences, 
caused by the Johnson grass having 
grown for the past 40 years iu the 
moist clays of the Southern States, 
while the newly-introduced ever- 
green millet is now, as the Johnson 
grass was 40* years ago, adapted to 
growth In a semi-desert region? 
and won't they become the identical 
same thing under the identical same 
conditions here in our State?" i 
answer, I don't know. One fact 
points to such a conclusion: Mr. 
Giddings of Tulare county procured 
a start.of evergreen millet from me, 
and on his place last Summer, where 
he let it go to seed, it was nine feet 
tall, and as coarse as I ever saw tbe 
Johnson grass. 
Time alone can 
answer the question of their com- 
parative value, differences or iden- 
tity, when future crops shall be 
raised from seed of each variety, 
produced here in our own State.
